3. The auctioneer will announce 
whether female cattle are vaccinated 
or previously tested, 

4. No cattle branded With a “B", 
which indicates a positive reaction 
to Bangs test, will be accepted. 

5. The cost of vaccination or test- 
ing at the sale’s premises will be de- 
ducted from the seller's account 

6, Anyone buying a female which 
is tested on the sale’s premises is re- 
quired by this regulation to keep it 
separate from his other cattle until 
the results of the test are forwarded 
to him by the veterinarian.
